On the Work of the Delegation of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea Which Attended the 22nd Congress of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union 


Report by Comrade Kim Il Sung, Chairman of the C.C., Workers’ Party of 
Korea, at the Second Enlarged Plenum of the Fourth Central Committee of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea 


Comrades, 

The Twenty-Second Congress of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union was 
held some time ago in Moscow amid keen 
attention of the whole world. The Congress 
was attended by nearly 5,000 delegates, 
delegates of eighty fraternal Communist 
and Workers’ Parties from various coun- 
tries of the world and representatives of 
the democratic political parties of African 
countries that have won national indepen- 
dence. 

The Delegation of the Workers’ Party ol 
Korea attended with keen interest the 
Twenty-Second Congress of the C.P.S.U. at 
the invitation of the Central Committee of 
the C.P.S.U. It conveyed the heartfelt cong- 
ratulations and greetings of the members of 
our Party and the people to the Congress 
and through it to the entire Soviet people. 

The Twenty-Second Congress of the 
C.P.S.U., a Congress of Communist build- 
ers, demonstrated the great achievements 
of the Soviet people in the full-scale con- 
struction of communism and the invincible 
might of the Soviet Union. 

Under the leadership of the Centrat 
Committee of the C.P.S.U. headed by Com- 
rade N.S. Khrushchov, the Soviet people 
are now successfully carrying out the 
Seven-Year National Economic Plan which 
marks an important stage in the building 
of the material and technical basis of com- 
munism. The Soviet Union has made big 
strides ahead in developing industry, agri- 
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culture, science and technology and in fur- 
ther improving the material and cultural 
standards of the people. 

Soviet Union’s industrial output in 1960 
was nearly 45 times as high as in the pre- 
revolution year of 1913. The planned aver- 
age annual increase in the value of indus- 
trial output during the first three years of 
the Seven-Year Plan was 8.3 per cent, but 
the actual increase has been 10 per cent. 
This year the Soviet Union will produce 
91,100,000 tons of pig iron, 71,000,000 tons 
of steel, 513 million tons of coal, 166 mil- 
lion tons of oil, 327,000 million kwh _ of 
electricity, 51 million tons of cement, 6,661 
million square metres of fabrics and 
3,700,000 tons of marine products. Soviet 
Union’s industry is being equipped further 
on up-to-date lines, and all-round mechani- 
zation and automation of production pro- 
cesses are under way on an extensive scale. 

Soviet Union’s agriculture is also mark- 
ed by a big production upsurge. In 1960, 
the countryside of the Soviet Union produc 
ed 8,200 million poods oi grain, or more 
than 130 million tons. The achievements of 
the Soviet Union this year in grain produc- 
tion and in all other branches of agricul- 
ture are far greater than in 1960. 

The sweeping advancement of Soviet sci- 
ence astounds the whole world. The Soviet 
Union is far ahead of the capitalist coun- 
tries, including the United States, in the 
uses of thermonuclear energy. manufacture 
of rockets, conquest of the cosmos and in 
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all other important spheres of the scientific 
and technological development. Realization 
of the cosmic flights by Yuri Gagarin and 
Herman Titov signifies a victory for soci- 
alism and communism, another big exploit 
of the Soviet people in the struggle for the 
consolidation of world peace and the pro- 
gress of mankind. 

The Twenty-Second Congress of the 
C.P.S.U. summed up all these victories and 
successes achieved by the Soviet people 
under the leadership of the Party and 
adopted a new magnificent programme of 
communist construction. 

All the delegates who took the floor at 
the Congress spoke proudly of their 
achievements, gave their wholehearted sup- 
port to the draft of the new Programme of 
the C.P.S.U. submitted for discussion at 
the Congress and expressed their firm re- 
solve to put into practice the tasks promul- 
gated in the Programme. 

Deliberation on the draft of the new 
Programme of the C.P.S.U. held the most 
important place in the recent Congress. 

After exhaustive discussion on the draft 
which was submitted for deliberation, the 
Congress unanimously adopted the new 
Programme of the C.P.S.U. 

The new Programme was adopted on the 
basis of the victorious implementation of 
the first and second Programmes of the 
(*.P.8.U. 

Under the leadership of the Bolshevik 
Party and the great Lenin, the Russian 
working class, in alliance with the labour- 
ing peasantry, accomplished for the first 
time in history a socialist revolution and 
set up a worker-peasant state. The Great 
October Socialist Revolution opened up the 
road of socialist construction in the Soviet 
Union and ushered in a new era in the his- 
tory of mankind. 


Fellowing the Great October Revolution, 


the Soviet people, under the leadership of 
{he Leninist Party, heroically beat back the 
enemy's encroachments from within and 
without, defended the socialist fatherland 
and the revolutionary gains, opened up an 
untrodden path surmounting numerous dil- 
ficulties and hardships, and built the first 


socialist society on a vast territory cover- 


ing one-sixth of the earth’s surface. 
Thanks to the seasoned leadership of the 

Communist Party and owing to their ardu- 

ous revolutionary struggle -and devoted 
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labour, the Soviet people were able to turn 
the backward Russia into a great socialist 
power and today, having adopted the new 
erand programme of communist construc- 
tion, they have embarked upon the imple- 
mentation of the programme. 

Worked out on the basis of the great re- 
sults of the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union and the Soviet people in the heroic 
struggles and creative labour over the past 
40 odd years, the new Programme of the 
C.P.S.U. explicitly defines new militant 
tasks of the Soviet people for communist 
construction, 

The Programme has not only set forth a 
grand plan and concrete ways of building 
a communist society in the Soviet Union 
but also reflected the ideals and aspiration 
of the entire progressive humanity. Peoples 
throughout the world see in the Programme 
a living picture of communist society and 
the bright prospects before them. 

The new Programme of the C.P.S.U. for- 
mulates the definition of communism: 
“Communism is a classless social system 
with one form of public ownership of the 
means of production and full social equali- 
ty of all members of society; under it, the 
all-round development of people will be ac- 
companied by the growth of the productive 
forces through continuous progress in sci- 
ence and technology; all sources of public 
wealth will gush forth abundantly, and the 
great principle ‘From each according to his 
ability, to each according to his needs’ will 
be implemented. Communism is a highly 
organized society of free, socially conscious 
working people in which public self-gov- 
ernment will be established, a society in 
which labour for the good of scciety wil! 
become the prime vital requirement of 
everyone, a necessity recognized by one 
and all, and the ability of each person will 
be employed to the greatest benefit of the 
people.” 

The Twenty-Second Congress of the 
C.P.S.U. put forward the building of such 
society as the immediate militant task of 
the Soviet people. 

According to the Programme of the 
C.P.S.U., within the coming 20 years the 
material and technical basis of communism 
will be built in the Soviet Union, Soviet 
society will come close to a stage where it 
can introduce the principle of distribution 
according to needs and gradual transition 
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to the establishment of one form of public 
ownership will take place. This will lead to 
building in the main a communist society 
in the Soviet Union. 

With a view to creating the material and 
technical basis of communism, the new 
Programme provides for huge industrial 
construction and speedy increase in indus- 
trial production. 

In the Soviet Union, industrial output 
will increase about 2.5 times within the 
the next ten years and at least six times 
within the coming twenty years. Produc- 
ticn cf means of production is expected to 
increase 6.8-7 times within twenty years 
and the production of consumer goods 5- 
5.2 times. By 1980 the Soviet Union will 
achieve annual production of 2,700,000- 
3,000,000 million kwh of electricity, 250 
million tons of steel, 690-710 million tons 
of cil, 1,180-1,200 million tons of coal, 125- 
135 million tons of chemical fertilizers, 
233-235 million tons of cement and 20,000- 
22,000 million square metres of fabrics. 
During this period, the output value of 
chemical industry will increase about 17 
times and that of machine-building and 
metal working industries 10-11 times. 

During the first decade the Soviet Union 
will outstrip the United States not only in 
absolute amount of industrial production 
but also in the per capita production. In 
twenty years the production of manufactur- 
ed goods in the Soviet Union will nearly 
Gouble the amount now produced in the 
whole of the non-socialist world. This 
meens that socialism and communism will 
completely be -victorious over capitalism in 
the sphere of material production. 

The Programme of the C.P.S.U. has set 
cut the huge task of speedily developing 
agriculture for full satisfaction of the de- 
mands of the population and the national 
economy for agricultural produce. 

Gross value of agricultural production 
will increase about 2.5 times within ten 
yeurs and 3.5 times within twenty years. 
In 1980 total grain output will reach 
18,000-19,000 million poods, meat output 
30-32 million tons and milk output 170-180 
million tons. In order to ensure the in- 
crease of agricultural production at such a 
rate, the Programme provides for realiza- 
tion of mechanization, comprehensive me- 
chanization and_ electrification of agricul- 
ture, further extensive introduction of the 
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cause, 


latest achievements of agricultural science 
and technology and irrigation projects on 
a large scale. 

Development of agricultural productive 
forces will gradually impart to kolkhoz-co- 
operative property in the countryside the 
nature of public property. Socio-economic 
and cultural distinctions between town and 
country will gradually be eliminated. 

Speedy development of the productive 
forces in the Soviet Union will make it 
possible to improve radically the living of 
the Soviet people and will provide material 
conditions for going over to the realiza- 
tion of the great communist principle of 
distributing according to needs. Within the 
next twenty years, national income in the 
Soviet Union will increase about five times 
and real income per head of the povulation 
will rise more than 3.5 times. The Pro- 
gramme provides for a wide range of mea- 
sures for the improvement of people’s liv- 
ing—solution of the housing problem, ex- 
tensive construction of public service est- 
eblishments, reduction of working hours, 
improvement of working conditions, impro- 
vement of public health services and speedy 
increase of all forms of social consumption. 

the new C.P.S.U. Programme has met 
with enthusiastic welcome from the Soviet 
people. The magnificent prospects of com- 
miunist construction set out in the Pro- 
gramme and the fact that the present gene- 
ration of Soviet people shall live in com- 
munism are encouraging the werkers, 
peasants and intelligentsia of the Soviet 
Union to a heroic labour struggle for the 
building of communism and stirring up the 
feelings of the labouring people and all the 
honest-minded people the world over. 

Today, with boundless pride in their 
faith in victory, and a high degree 
of creative zeal, the entire Soviet people 
are waging a labour struggle for realising 
the majestic Programme of communist con- 
struction. We are firmly convinced that the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union and 
the Soviet people, rallied closely around it, 
will successfully build a communist society 
through their heroic struggle. 

Communism had for a long time remain- 
ed an ideal cf mankind. When the “Com- 
munist Manifesto” was for the first time 
made public by Marx and Engels, there 
were only a small number of communists.

It is being translated into reali- 
ty in the Soviet Union, the first socialist 
state. This is a great event of historical 
significance in the development of the com- 
munist movement. The new C.P.S.U. Pro- 
gramme and its realization wi!l, undoubt- 
edly, attract with great magnetism hund- 
reds of millions of people of the world to 
the side of communism. The Twenty-Second 
C.P.S.U. Congress showed all the more 
clearly that no force on earth can check the

The existence of the Soviet Union, 
a socialist state, and its ever growing 
might have exerted a great revolutionary 
influence upon the exploited class and the 
oppressed people of the world. In World 
War II the great Soviet Union defeated 
lascist Germany and Japanese militarism, 
and liberated peoples of many countries in 
Europe and Asia from the fascist enslave- 
ment and colonial oppression. Through

It has been our consistent stand that no 
Parity has the right to interfere, one wav 
or the other, in the inner life of fraternal 
Parties. This is one of the fundamental 
principles all the fraternal Parties must 
observe in their relations with each other. 
Therefore, neither the question of Stalin 
nor the question of the anti-Party factional 
group of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union has any relation with our 
Party. Nor can they become a subject to 
be discussed within our Party. We only 
wish that the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union and all other fraternal Par- 
ties, rallied firmly around their respective 
Central Committees, carry out the revolu- 
tionary tasks successfully. And we shall 
rejeyce over it. 


Also raised at the Twenty-Second 
C.P.S.U, Congress was the Albanian issue. 

In recent years different views were held 
by the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
and the Albanian Party of Labour on a 
number of questions, with their relations 
becoming abnormal. At the recent C.P.S.U. 
Congress much was said about this ques- 
tion. However, the relations with the Al- 
banian Party of Labour still remain unim- 
proved and the question still awaits a 
settlement. On the contrary the relations 
between the C.P.S.U. and the Albanian 
Party of Labour are getting more compli- 
cated. If such state of affairs continues, it 
would cause a serious loss to the unity oi 
the socialist camp, to the solidarity of the 
international communist movement, and to 
the general development of this movement. 
a our enemies would get benefitted by 
it. 
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The Workers’ Party of Korea expresses 
deep concern about the situation. Our Par- 
ty hopes that the Albanian issue will be 
settled satisfactorily through persevering 
efforts. for removing the. present dispute 
and the divergence of opinions and for 
achieving mutual understanding, fully in 
accordance with the spirit of international- 
ist solidarity and the principle of cherish- 
ing the interests of the socialist camp and 
the international communist movement. 

Comrades, 

The great Soviet Union is the powerful 
bulwark of peace, national independence 
and socialism. The growth of the might of 
the Soviet Union and its firm peace-loving 
foreign policy are playing a great role in 
frustrating the war provocation machina- 
tions of the imperialists and in preserving 
and consolidating world peace. 

An appraisal was made at the Congress 
of the present international situation, and 
the Soviet foreign policy was once again 
elucidated. 

The Soviet Union, together with all the 
other socialist countries, has been consist- 
ently striving for peaceful co-existence 
among countries with differing social sys- 
tems and for the settlement of internation- 
al cisputes by means of negotiation. 

Today, one of the most important pro- 
blems in preserving and promoting world 
peace is the conclusion of a peace treaty 
with Germany and elimination of the remn- 
ants of World War II. The Soviet Union 
has. long put forward proposals for the 
conclusion of a German peace treaty and, 
on this basis, the normalization of the 
situation in West Berlin. The Workers’ 
Party of Korea and the Korean people con- 
sider that a German peace treaty should be 
concluded without delay in the interests ol 
world peace, and give full support to the 
proposals and just stand of the Soviet 
Union in this respect. We also support all 
ihe reasonable proposals and tireless efforts 
of the Soviet Union for relaxation of interna- 
tional tension and for a durable peace, in- 
cluding its proposals for complete disarma- 
ment, liquidation of all forms of colonial- 
ism, and creation of atom-free zones in 
Europe and the Far East. 

The imperialist powers headed by the 
United States persist in armament ex- 
pansion and continue to pursue the policy 
of war preparations, rejecting the peaceful 
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proposals of the Soviet Union and other 


socialist countries and disregarding the 
unanimous aspirations of the peoples for 
peace. Especially, the imperialists have 


been raising uproarious war clamours over 
the German peace treaty problem, stepping 
up their arms drive. They are openly beni 
on criminal machinations for plunging 
mankind into the horrors of nuclear war. 


This calls for the utmost vigilance and 
intensified struggle for peace on the part 
of the peace-loving peoples of the world. 
The only way of maintaining a durable 
world peace and ensuring security for man- 
kind lies in the strengthening by all means 
of the socialist camp and the peace forces, 
and in stepping up with greater energy all 
types of struggle against the aggression 
and war policy of imperialism—the labour 
movement in the capitalist countries, na- 
tional-liberation struggle of the peoples of 
the colonial and dependent countries, gene- 
ral democratic movement and struggle for 
peace, 

The socialist countries, while resolutely 
struggling for championing world peace, 
are on the constant watch for the possible 
reckiess adventures of the imperialists. In 
face of the insane war provocation man- 
oeuvres of the imperialists headed by the 
United States, the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
and the Soviet Government have recently 
taken a number of important measures for 
further increasing the defence potentials of 
the Soviet Union, including the decision on 
the resumption of nuclear test explosions. 
This is a step fully needed and justified for 
preventing the imperialist aggression and 
safeguarding the security of the Soviet 
Union and_ the entire socialist camp. The 
22nd C.P.S.U. Congress has demonsirated 
that the Soviet Union is standing guard 
firmly at the bulwark of peace, that the 
Soviet army is closely armed with atomic 
and hydrogen weapons, rockets and other 


powerful latest weapons, and that the 
Soviet armed forces are always ready to 
deliver crushing blows at any aggressors. 


Should the imperialists venture to un- 
leash another war, capitalism will find it- 
self buried in its grave, never to rise again, 
by the combined forces of .the Soviet Union 
and all the other socialist countries, by 
the forces of the peoples of the whole world. 
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The Korean people cherish ardently peace 
and, together with the peoples of all the so- 
cialist countries, are taking an active part in 
the struggle for peace against the war poli- 
cy of the imperialists.

We should see to it that the living stand- 
ard of our people is raised by far and the 
economic foundations of our country are 
further strengthened next year. To do so, 
our energies should be concentrated on 
conquering the six heights—5 million tons 
of grain, 250 million metres of fabrics, 
800,000 tons of marine products, housing 
construction for 200,000 families, 1.2 mil- 
lion tons of steel, 15 million tons of coal. 

In all fields of the national economy con- 
tinued technical innovations’ should be 
riade, labour productivity should be raised 
in every way and all the reserves should be 
tapped for increased production and econo- 
my. Ali the Party members and working 
people should make unflagging efforts to 
learn modern techniques. to master their 
work and to improve their technica! 
qualifications. The entire leading personnel 
in the Party, government and economic or-
